The occasion for the transportation of so 
much cash was a clearing house transaction 
between the State Bank and the Bank of | 


Commerce. The clearing house gave the 


sank of Commerce and Mr. Henry L. Stad- 
ler, receiving teller at the State Bank, 
presented the check to the Bank of Com- 
merce and collected the money in pre- 
cisely the same manner that a man would 
collect 2 cents—except for the wagon fea- 
ture. 

When Mr. Stadler received the check he 
sent the porter out to engage an express 
wagon, as he would had he desired to 
have a trunk moved. An expressman re- 
sponded. 


“Drive over to the Bank of Commerce 


and back up to the curb in front of the 
rear entrance,’’ said Mr. Stadler to the ex¢@ 
pressman. | 

The teller summoned three clerks to hel 
carry the money from the bank to th 
wagon and went over to the Bank of Com- 
merce. His check was properly indorsed 
and’ the paying teller at the Bank of Com- 
merce promptiy began to hand out tne 
money on its prese me ation. 

Mr. Stadler stood at the window and 
counted the packages of greendacks and 
fs ue of ‘gold as they were passed to him. 

* passed them in turn to the clefks, who 
canned them out to the wagon. 

The clerks carried the greenbacks like 
Stovewood, piled on one arm up to the 
chin. The bags were carried one in each 
Nand. A policeman stood at the wagon to 
keep the crowd back shoujd a crowd col- 
lect.

Dispatches from 
State that the deiegation Was 
with the authorities there 
with a view to ovtaining a reduction in 
the tariff on Sugar. Washington dispatches 
furnish additional information to the effect 
that they have been ordered to Canada to 
carry on negotiations with the Government 
at Ottawa. Mr. Miles says that the sugar 
raising industry in Jamaica was almost at 
a standstill. 

“In the latter part of the last century,” 
he said. “Jamaica turned out 150,000 hogs- 
heads of sugar annually. That was when 
we had cattle miils and the old ranger 

rocess, putting the hogsheads in tiers and 
etting the mola:ses drain out. Now we 
have steam machinery and centrifugal ma- 
chines for drying the sugar—not quite up 
to date, to be sure, but infinitely superior 
to the old method—and yet we turn out 
onty’. 25,000 hogsheads of sugar annually. 
The United States is of course our prin- 
cipal market, and the tarfff is so high that 
the small plantations will not pay. Cuban 

lantersa manage to make it pay because 
hey carry on bwsiness on a larger scale. 
We cannot dispose of our sugar in Eng- 
land because the English consumers are 
supplied at less than cost with the contl- 
nental beet sugar en which France and 
Germany give a. big bounty. The United 
@tates will be supplied with the same kind 
of sugar some day, but it will be a long 
time yet. The principal industry in Jamaica 
now is fruit growing. Bananas are being 
rown there in large quantities and citrus 
ruit, which is indigenous to the country, 
is being carefully cultivated. Since’ the 

‘70s the fruit trade has been increasing 
rapidly. eW now have five steemers plying 
between Jamaica and Philadelphia, Boston 
and Baltimore for the sole accommodation 
of this branch of commerce.

Maintains That He Is Not Gil- 
bert Gates’ Murderer. 


SAYS HE IS PERSECUTED. 


FEARS THAT MONEY MAY SE- 
CURE HIS CONVICTION. 


The Prisoner Seems to Be Feeble and 
Says That He Has No Lawyer or 
Means to Employ 
One.

MEXICO. Mo., July 3.—At last Alexander 
Jester, charged with the killing of Gilbert 
Gates in Monroe County in 187], in the 
Audrain County Jail. He was brought here 
last night from Tecumseh, O. T., by Sheriff 
Nelson. 

The prisoner appears to be very feeeble 
and unable to sit up. He ha@ to be carr.ed 
into the jail. He lies on a cot and prefers 
not to discuss his case. 

The pictures of Jester published in the 
Post-Dispatch Friday and Sunday are ex- 
cellent likenesses. He looks to be fully 81 
years old, as he claims to be. His face is 
pale, h.S eyes sunken and overhung with 
thick white eyebrows. His thin hair and 
scanty beard are almost snow-wh.te. ‘lhe 
prisoner granted the Post-Dispaich corre- 
spondent an interview, but compiained tnat 
he had been misquoted by the newspaper 
reports Sent out from Okiahoma. Atier 
being assured that his statements would not 
be misrepresented he consented to talk, 

fo the question, ‘“‘Were you not in jail 
in this city 28 years ago?’’ he replied: 

“Il have no recoliection of ever being in 
jail anywhere until arrested a few days 
ago. 

“Did you kill Gilbert Gates?’ 

“God knows I am no murderer. I have 
been preaching the Gospel since ’58 ana 
don’t you know God would have struck me 
down if I had been a murderer? I do, if 
you don’t.”’ 

“There is thoney back of my persecu- 
tions,’’ continued Jester, ‘“This man John W. 
Gates has the money to accomplish almost 
anything that he may undertake, but 
will depend upon the Lord. He has been 
good to me.’’ 

“Have you a lawyer?” he was asked. 

“No, and I have only 2% cents in my 
pocket. 1 aisposed of my little home at 
Shawnee, O. 17., and employed a lawyer to 
fight mv case, but he did little for me. [| 
cun only look to the Lora.’’ 

Jester quoted scripture fluently to prove 
that he would not be deserted by divine 
power. Jester’s memory seems to be good, 
but he says it is' poor. He admits that he 
has been married three times, first to Miss 
Bryant, second to a Miss Julia Reynolds, 
third to a Miss Ball. His first two wivVes 
are dead. » 

Jester says his sister wrote the letter that 
caused his arrest, because she got angry at 
him. He was asked how she could write 
such a letter if he was not the Alex Jester 
in the case.

SHOT DOWN BY A ROBBER.

MANILA, July 3.—Reports have been re- 
ceived here of an outbreak in the Island of 
Negros incident upon the departure of the 
California Regiment for home.

The president of the town of Santo Nico- 
las,.in the Ieland of Cebu, said.to Mr. 
Schurman: ‘“‘We want peace, food and pros- 
perity. We do not wish to fight. We wouid 
be neutral.’’ : 

Mr. Schurman had a conference with the 
young Sultan of Sulu, who received him in 
the roval audience chamber, surrounded by 
a body guard of fierce-looking Moros. 

‘Mr. Schurman tod the Sultan that the 
United States had acquired the sovereignty 
of the Philippines from Spain, but had no 
wish to subjugate the population, nor to 
interfere with their customs or religion. 
On the contrary, the great desire of the 
American Government was to help the 
people of the islands to develop their 
country. 

The Sultan replied that he earnestly de- 
sired peace and Was anxious to continue tne 
existing treaties. 


SOLDIERS FOR GEN. OTIS. 


He Will Be Given a Force of About 


44,000 Men. 

WASHINGTON, July 3. — Having heard 
from Gen. Otis that he needs 6338 men to 
fill up the regular regiments and about 2000 
men for the two volunteer regiments he 
was authorized to enlist, orders will be is- 
Sued to-day for the enlistment of 15,000 
men. This will actually “give Otis about 
44,00 men. Altowing a loss of 12 per cent 
for disease, wounds, etc., ‘which he states 
at the present percentage of “‘ineffectives,’’ 

a will have instead of an effective force 
of 30,000 men, one of nearly 39,000. 

The War Department has anticipated the 
need of men for the regular regiments and 
has sent 2000 unassigned recruits to Ma- 
nila within two weeks, Four thousand re- 
cruits are now being drilled at the Presi- 
dio and will sail the middle of the month, 
leaving only 338 more men to be supplied 
to the regular regiments. 

It is confidentiy predicted that by Aug. 
be organized in 
this country and the 3000 men reuired for 
the two volunteer regiments at Manila wil] 
be ready to proceed to Otis’ aid. In order to 
put the volunteers in an effective condi- 
tion as rapidly as possible, eight military 

osts, one for each regiment, will be se- 
ected, to which recruits will be sent as 
follows 

Plattsburg Barracks, New York; Fort 
Thomas, Ky.; Columbus Barracks, Ohio; 
Fort Sheridan, Ul; Leavenworth, Kan., 
and the Presidio, Cal., and probably Fort 
Cook, Neb., and Vancouver Barracks. 

The vacancies existing in the regular 
regiments. under Gen, Otis’ command rep- 
resent men whose terms of enlistment 
have expired, and not casualties. Most of 
the vacancies exist in the regiments wh'ch 
sailed for Manila with Merritt. Of the 
volunteers, i1,639 still remain in Manila, 
and they wil. be returned as quickly as 
possible. 

The fact that Otis has reduced to two 
regiments the number to be organ'‘zed at 
Manila and has asked for 2000 men to fi! 
them up, shows that he has had much dif- 
ficulty to obfain re-anlistment of volun- 
teers. It is estimated that he has obtained 
only 800 men, not enough to form one regi- 
ment. 

Under the instructions to recruiting of- 
ficers enlistments for three year recruits 
intended for regular regiments and enl'st- 
ments of volunteers for two years will be 
made. In the case of the volunteers there 
will be restrictions as in citizenship or 
educational qualifications. Recruiting of- 
ficers have previously been compelled to 
reject men who were not cit'zens of the 
United States or uneducated, and have 
gone so far as to throw out men who were 
fiatfooted. While it is intended to ob- 
tain as high a class of men for the volun- 
teer service as possible, it {s pointed out 
that the law wil! allow the enlistment of 
recruits showing sufficient intel''gence to 
perform the duty as American soldiers.

‘I have at different times expressed my 
Opinion for the necessity for the war in the 
Philippines. I have, in common with thou- 
Sands of others in the country, disapproved 
of it and have had no hesitation in giving 
my views whenever I have been asked for 
them. I voted for MeKinley and [ have 
had no cause whatever to regret it. If he 
is a candidate again I will take pleasure 
in giving him my support. 

In so far as the alleged alliance with 
you is concerned, I-can freely and frankly 
Say that none has been made. As you are 
already aware, I simply proffered you my 
support in your candidacy for United States 
Senator, and only wanted to know whether 
you were in favor of an amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States permit- 
ting the election of United States Senators 
by direct vote of the péople. I was glad 
tO be advised by you that you favored the 
restrictiongof ‘trusts,’ but neither of these 
things*was made the condition of my sup- 
ort.

Any: one who has seen Miss Simpson in 
tights will testify that she is eminently 
qualified to make a success of a “shape 
part.”’ She is tall and superbly formed, and 
as a prince in opera or a hero in burlesque 
she shines respiendent. 

“I began appearing in tights,’’ she said, 
“because the .managers I worked for gave 
me that line. They kept me in them be- 
cause I seemed to please. I tried to get 
other roles, but they wouldn't give them to 


me. Iam not unduly squeamish about show- 


ing my limbs on the stage. It is business, 
and I do not regard it as immodest, but 
when a woman becomes thoroughly identi- 
fied with that line of work it is almost im- 
possible for her to break away from it. Then 
if she loses her symmetry of figure she is 
out of the business. 

“As I said, I don’t see any harm in tights, 
but I don’t like them for myself; I like 
with little shiny things on 
them, and soft laces and other womanly 
raiment. 

“It have beem in vaudeville only about 
six months. I have ‘been kindly received 
and managers have told me that my act is 
very good. Just before beginning my pres- 
ent tour I produced several one-act operas 
for Proctor in New York.

“I get the effects by working the pedals,” 
said Miss Simpson. ‘The imitation of bad 
p.iaying is easier for me than it would be 
for most performers, as I play entirely by 
ear. I worked out all my own imitations 
and Tam rather proud of some of them.” 

Miss Simpson looks like an English wom- 
an. She has a fair, rosy complexion, golden 
brown hair and clear brown eves that look 
gray in some lights. Her eyebrows are re- 
markable. They are wide apart, thick and 
short and of a red gold hue, as though the 
sun had kissed them.

Fire destroyed the Palace Theater, Sev- 
enth and Elm streets, et an early hour Mon- 
day morning. 


From 5 o'clock the ae blazed for an 
hour, then the roof crumbled, walls col- 


lapsed, all fell in a heap of burning de- 
bris, and the element fire had accomplished 
the end of a house of iniquity, for years a 
home of crime and always a refuge and ex- 
hibition place for unvarnished vice. 

The Palace thrived for a decade against 
the protests of anti-vice societies and de- 


spite the law and the police. It was for- 
merly known as the Crystal Palace. Variety 
shows, with chiefly female performers, fur- 
nished the attraction. Drinks were ped- 
died in the theater proper by women. It 
was a place for strangers to fall into the 
hands of Philistines. 

Fights and robberies were numerous and 
graver crimes not unknown. The place 
changed hands occasionally, but its char- 
acter remained the same until it was closed 
about 14 months ago. 

The day of the Crystal Palace had gone 
because time worked among other changes 
one in the class of people about Seventh 
and Elm streets, and the patrons of the 
Palace scattered to other parts of the city.

The ice men have combined and crushed out compe- 
itior Jin that trade. 

' Prices aré not to be raised. Neither are they to be lowered. 
ice it is argued that the trust does no harm. 

But in view of the economies why should not prices be re- 

 dtieed? The corporations exist by and through the wil! of the 

‘people. Why shouldn't the people get some of the benefit of 

the economies? . 

Tt is said that four-fifths of the distributing force will be dis- 
péensed with, Dietricts formally served by four or five wagons 
are now served equally well by one. This does not hurt the 
consumers, but what of the men who lose their jobs? Is the 
trust a good thing for them?

Reorganization of the working committees, which has been 
decide | upon by the World's Fair General Committee, is a wise 
step. 

In commending the reorganization plan the Post-Dispatch 
does not intend to suggest the slightest intimation derogatory 
to the ability, energy or devotion of the men who have borne 
the heat and burden of the labor in behalf of the World's 
Fair up to this time.

ONE ALIVE OUT OF TWENTY-TWO

He Is Speechless and Dying, but Let- 
ters on His Person Tell the 
Horrible Tale. 


PORTLAND, Ore., July 3—Capt. Hans 
Svenson has received a letter from Majo- 
nino confirming the reports of cannibalism 
on the Edmonton trail, in the Atlin district. 

The writer was Olof Jorgensen, who, with 
two other Swedish sajlors, Peter Martin 
and August Olgen, and twenty others, went 
to the Kotzebue country in September from 
Seaitle. All weré well supplied with funds 
and had a year’s outfit. But it is scarcely 
probable that more than one of these men 
is now alive. 

The letter to Svenson incloses one to 
Jorgensen’s mother in Stockhoim, which 
Martin in some way succeeded in mailing 
at St. Michagl’s, where he is now at the 


point of death, unable to give an account 
of what he and his fellows suffered. 

Jorgensen’s letter to his mother must have 
been written several days before he penned 
his note to Svenson, as it is more lucid, 
It is a rather long letter, saying at the out- 
set: 
“When you receive this, my dear mother, 
I shall no longer be on earth, All but three 
out of our party are dead ina coapty saat 
not go into the details of the sufferings my- 
self and mates have undergone,”’
